T His Excellent Boranift, having with indefatigable induflry ard 
uncommon fagacity obferved anddifcovered out of the Book of 
Nature a general and genuine Method,reducing all Vegetables to cer, 
tain infallible Clajfes or Heads, by Tables of Affinity or Cognation •, 
hath in this Book given an Effay of the fame, by reducing that Fa¬ 
mily of Plants, commonly called Umbells, to their fubaitcrn kinds, 
fronuhe different Shape and Form of their Seeds'. Intending, if lie 
do further meet with fuitable encouragement and afiiftance, to pub- 
liffi the whole Method and Work, in a manner lying ready by him, 
and tending fo much to the advancement of a vail part of Natural 
Htftory. 

This Specimen , being but the thirtieth part of the whole, firft affign- 
eth very fuccindly to the Umbelliferous Plants that common Chara¬ 
cter, wherein they all agree amongft themfelves, and are differenced 
from all other families •, and then reckons up their feverai,both in- 
termediat and uItimat,fpecicsV, together with their refpeftive fub- 
ordinate and charatfterical difcriminations. By which way the Stu¬ 
dents of Botanicks will henceforth be able to learn from Nature it 
felf, with much order, clearnefs, and eafe of memory, all forts of 
Plants by their fupreme germs'%, iotermediat kinds,and loweft/Jvcie/s, 
and their particular varieties ^ without a tedious perufal of volumi¬ 
nous Books, and an irkfome expence of Time. 

And as this Experienced Author taketh the Centrical and Efl’enthl 
marks of Plants from their Seeds b fo he taketh the Specif cal differen¬ 
ces of their feveral particular families under one common Head from 
their lefs noble parts, as the Root, Leaf, Flower, Stem, Scent, 
Taft,and Colour. 

The Reader then will in this E-fay find performed thefe five things: 
Firft, a Generic f Note both of the higheft and fubaltern genus’r of the 
Vmbells. Secondly, a fpecifical mark proper for each fpecies. Third¬ 
ly, the duration of every fpecies, whether annual or perennial. Fourth¬ 
ly, the Place of their growth, together with their peculiar tempera¬ 
ment, vertues,and names. Fifthly, the Authors animadverlions on 
the errors and miftakes of C.Banhinns, and other Authors, that have 
written on this argument. 

The whole adorned and illuftrated with very curious and exceed¬ 
ingly accurat Cuts, furnifh’t at the charge of feveral of the Gene¬ 
rous and Learned members of the Famous Univeriity of Oxford, and 
engraven by that rare Artift Mr. Leggan,

II. AOlMOAOn'A, five PEST1S nt/pera Londini grajfantis Narratio 
Hifiorica. Autb. Nathan. Hodges M.D. &c. 

T He Author of this Book, having kept his ftation as Phyfitian in 
the City of London during the lalt Plague, maketh it his bulinefs 
to give us here an Hiftorical Account of what he then obferved and 
pra&ifed in this fatal Diftemper •, which he doth in 8 Sections. 

In the Firfi he dedareth the Original and Progrefs of this London - 
Plague. 

In the Second he delivers tiis Opinion about the principal Caufe of 
the Peftilence in general • which he conceiveth to be a very fubtile 
Nitrous Spirit, breathed out of the Earth into the Air, and by the 
Air conveyed into our Bodies, and thence by contagious fleams dif- 
fufed and communicated to others. Where he alfo difeourfes of the 
noxioufnefs of eating the flefh of Cattle that dyed of themfelves, as 
cauling a great Cachexy in the body of man, and exceedingly dif- 
pofmg it to take the Plague : adding withal 1 the difference, there is 
between the Contagion in Cattle from that in Men ■, which he maketh 
to be not in kind, but in degree only. 

In the third he examins the primary Seat of the Plague, and efteems 
that to be the Spirits, whence’eis tranfraitted into the Body and Vif- 
cera , infe&ed by their influx. 

In th t fourth he confiders the Affinity between the Plague and Seor- 
bute, and faith, that thefe two do frequently coalefce into one, be- 
caufe of their agreement in a Salin principle. Where he alfo takes no¬ 
tice of divers odd inflances of difeafes,as the Confnmption and tht Kings 
Evill, which upon thcPlague fupervening were cured,the perfons fur- 
vivingi As alfo of fome Podagrical people, that happening to be feized 
by the Plague,loft the Gout,and recover'd of the Plague too. 

In the fifth, he difeourfes of the manifeft figns of the Plague, as 
well of thofe of its firft Invafion, as thofe that immediately enfuc up- 
on the fame • among which he reckons a Fever as a common, yet not 
infeparable fign ^ a palpitation of the Heart •, (which he hath obfer¬ 
ved to be fometimes fo ftrong and loud, that it may be heard at a 
confiderable diftance :) item Blains, Bubo’s, Carbuncles, Tokens, 
&c. Where he animadvertech upon the opinion of Do&or Diemer- 
brook, importing, that Bubo’s are produced by an occurfion of a faiin 
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and acidhura^r,,miking an ebullitton, as when Spirit of vitriol is 
poured on Salt of Tartar.ln the examination of Carbuncles he inquires. 
How in the human Body can be generated fo (harp and cauftick an 
humor, as is that in Carbuncles; andaifo, how Nature come? to 
feparate it from other liquors. Where he refle&s again upon the af¬ 
fection of the lately mentioned Diemerbrook who makes a peflilential 
Carbuncle nothing but a Gangrene in fieri s and obferveth withall, 
that thofe Carbuncles will appear in every part of the Body, he ha¬ 
ving feen one upon a Womans bread prefently after (he had been de¬ 
livered of a Child * which fucked her during her didemper without 
any inconvenience s the Mother her fclf recovering alfo foon after. 
Further,he takes notice of the peftilentiai Tokens as certain meffengers 
of Death : where he relates fome Examples of perfons, in whom they 
came out without any trouble to the Body, but yet killed them after¬ 
wards. Here he gives notice, that fome wicked and crafty Nurfes, 
to hide the Tokens ia dead Bodies,do cover them prefently after death 
with moiftlinnen flieetsi whereby the fermentation of the venenac 
humors being quelled,and the pores clofed, the Searchers may be de¬ 
ceived,and fo not caufe the Houfe to be (hut up- 

In th tftxtb he treats of the PrognoJtickj of an Imminent Plague a- 
mong which he reckons chiefly the change of Chronical difeafes into 
Acute ones with violent Symptoms '•> and a great Murrain among 
Cattle. Here he notetb, that a Plague very cruel at firil 4 is of fliorc 
durations as alfo, that what time it caketh from its Beginning to its- 
Flight, the fame it taketh from its bight to its Period. Beiides,he ob- 
ferves the Prefages of Death ;o be,an Hemorrhagy ^Fltexm mexjtrn<e,:i 
Loofnefs, aDyfentery, green or black Excrements. He alfo taketh 
notice,weak Lungs do not cfcape •> that the firft Sweats coming 
without eafe to the Patiens S a long naufeoufnefs, and the fubliding 
©f Bnbos without fweac y ill-coloured and blackifh fwelling,&c are 
fatal b and that Carbuncles are worfe than Bubo’s From the Urine he 
efteems no certain prognofticki can be made, fince commonly it ap¬ 
pears as good in the Plague,as that of healthy perfons. And th tPulfe 
he counts in this diftemper a very uncertain and fallacious fign. 

The feventh delivers his Method of Curing, which he placeth both 
in the Encouragement of the Patient, and in the life of Generous 
medians ^ without vense-ledion, and (unlefs in the cafe of a furfec 
and a foul ifomach,)without vomiting and purging^here being requi¬ 
re a Separation rather than an Evacuation, and the Seat of this Di» 
feafe being not in the Juices of the Body, but in the Spirits, 

Of Antidotes ) the principal means of Cure, he fpecifies thofe which 
he confiders as fome of the choiceft, taken from Vegetables as well, 
asAnimals and Minerals. And here he expreffeth a particular value for 
Ginger, both in powder for fweating,and in Confit for preventing o 
as alfo for the Bezoardicnm ASncrale : But Bezoar and Unicorns Horn 
he elfeemsof greater price than vertue.He commends Spirit of Harts¬ 
horn^ an excellent Diaphoretitk. He particularly deferibeth thofe, 
which he chiefly made ufe of with good fuccefs, from the preferipti- 
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on? of the College , and of S r.Theod. Mayern.ThU part he concludeth 
with his method asto the regiment of Life,and his way of treating all 
forts of peftilential Tumors. 

In thcEifhth and lad he difcourfeth of the meins preventing the 
Plague>of which he confiders fome to be General,ani. thofe both of' Na- 
tnre, as ftrong Northerly winds 5 Wof Art,as great Guns difeharged 
morning and evening, as alfo appropriat perfumes, by burning rc- 
iinous.but not fweet- lcented, wood. Other means are, particular Amu¬ 
lets ; concerning which the Reader may confult the Author himfelf. 

To the whole is annexed an Account of the regiment offife, which 
the Author himfelf ufed • as alfo a Lift of thofe that dyed of the 
Plague this year,which amounted to 68596. bclides 29000. that died 
of other difeafes during that time.

'“g"'Hc Ingenious Author of this Eflay having propofed to himfelf 
I to pubiilh a Medicinal Trad concerning the raoft probableCaufc 
of the Stone in the Bodies of Animals, found it neceflary to premife 
this inquiry into theCaufes and Nature of Petrefadion in the greater 
World in general ^to fee,whether the Caufes be not the fame in both, 
or at lead bear not fome analogy or refemblance to one another. 

In the doing of which.he thought good to relate a number of feled 
Hidories of Petrifications, and then to examine the caufes by which 
they were performed.In which latter partjhaving waved the Ariftote- 
lian dodrine of this point,nor found a full fatisfadion in that of the 
vulgar Chymifts, he clofeth with that ancient Hypothefis, which imports, 
that Stones and all other Sublunary.Bodies arc made of Water conden- 
fed by the power of Seeds, which by the vertue of their fermentive O- 
dours perform chefe tranfmuutions upon Matter. For the better un- 
derdanding of which,he premifes fomeGenerals,and then defeends to 
particular proofs of what he afierts: concerning which we can do no 
better than to remit the Reader to the Author himfelf.
